‘From the beginning of the ‘high 
‘sohool course, however, such voca- 
tional study and practical training 
as the needs of the community de- 
mand should be introduced. At 
the present time three courses run 
parallel to each other in our pro- 
viuoial system of high schools. 
There is the university course, dis- 
tinetly technical, leading as it does 
to the so-called “learned” profes- 
sions. There is the commercial 
course, furnishing technical pre- 
‘paration for the work of commerce. 
And there is a technical course for 
’ teachers, which leads to an impor 
“tant branch of the public service. 
Two courses, urgently required in 

‘our present system of develop- 
+. nent, ‘await organization, one’ in 
’ fhdtustriés and one in agriculture. 
* Public announcement has been 
made of’ the-intention of the gov- 
ernment ‘to look’into the problem 
of industrial education. When 
industrial echools for the cities, 
and agricultural schools fot the 
’ miral centres dro established, the 
province will possess in outline at 
“east, a-fairly comprehensive sys- 
tem; foundations having already 
been made in agrioultgre and in 

engineering in the university. 

If agriculiural education is to 
reach any considerable proportion 
of the population, it is obvious 
that the work of the Agrioultural 
College must be supplemented by 
preparatory schools in local cen- 
tres. Ina recent bulletin of the 
Carnegie Foundation, President 
Pritchett states that ‘the Agricul- 
tural Colleges, working as they 
are today, will not in a bundred 
years, reach the men who must be 
‘taught «practical farming.” He

the Agricultural College at Guelph 
as 4n institution which “actually 
dots not take boys off the farm, 
gives them a good agricultural 
training and sends them back to 
the farm.” The establish ment et 
Guelph, he eayg, is really an agri- 
cultural trade school, and stands 
out in strong contrast to the Ameri- 
ean Agricultural Colleges, not one 
of which is devoted purely to ag- 
riculture, or to agrioulture and the 
mechanic arts which would natur- 
ally go with it. “No other col- 
Teges are 86 successful as the agri- 
cultural colleges in taking a boy 
from the farm and sending him 
somewhere else.” 

During the period of their strug: 
gle for existence the American ay- 
ricultural colleges, forced into a 
position of competition with the 
state universities, resorted to all 
sorte of devices to secure students, 
and so retain their land grants. 
They entered the field of secon- 
dary education, they added arte 
courses, they developed courses in 
scieutitic engineering ; their funda- 
mental question being how tu yet 
students, not what the colleye was 
designed todo. “The Iowa State 
Agricultural College bas turned 
out many more engineers, lawyers, 


doctors, preachers, typewriters, 
editors, and politicians than it has 
farmers.’ The separation of the 


oullege frow the state university, 
and the consequent rivalry be- 
tween thetwo bas in every case 
proved a misfortune, this rivalry 
invariably resulting io injury to 
agricultural teaching. 

We have, fortunately, iu this 
provinoe, avoided the error refer- 
red to.

A case was decided in court the 
other day in which a fire insurance 
company escaped liability on 
grounds which. caused the judge 
to remark that the company’s de- 
fence was highly techinical. There 
does not appear to have been any. 
allegation that the plaintiffs had 
been wilfully violating any condi- 
tions of their insurance contract. 
Their policy was invalid becatse 
they.did pot know of the existence 
or of some olayse in the 
doonment. < 

The insuring public have a cer- 
tain amount of protection in the 
fact that most companies will ‘pay, 
except in cases of flagrant imposi- 
tion, rather than submit to the du- 
bious advertisement of baving re- 
pudiated their contract on purely 
technical grounds. This, how- 
ever, is not enough. Insurance 
contracts, whether for fire, life, ac- 
cident, or sickness, are long, ramb- 
ling doouments, in which the ver- 
bal circumnavigation of the’ legal 
profession has reached the point 
of unintelligibility. 

In its essence insurance is a 
comparatively simple form of con- 
tract, the conditions and limita. 
tions of which can be expressed in 
plain English, and not in the fear. 
ful jargon which the legal profes- 
sion affects. All contracts of in- 
surance should also be according 
toa stereotyped form, which no 
company should be permitted to 
use until it has received the im- 
primatur of the law department of 
the government, whose business it 
would be to see that whatever 
drawbacks and limitations the 
policy possessed were openly dis- 
played and not ingeniously con- 
cealed.

There is saaey in Scientific 
Feeding of Cattle. 


An experiment in cattle feeding 
of great interest to all ‘stock  rais- 
ers, was carried on this winter at 
the Experimental Farm by Supt, 
G. H. Hutton. 

_ With a view to maintaining the 
tertility of the land and at the 
same time finding a market for a 
quantity of frosted spring wheat 
which was being held over from 
1907 and which was not market- 
able at more than 35 cents per 
bushel, a carload of steers were 
put on feed in’ December - 1909. 
Besides the frosted wheat the 
screenings from the oats and bar- 
ley used for seed constituted a 
small proportion of the grain ra- 
tion. Upland prairie hay was fed 
during the first 10 weeks and tim- 
othy hay at the finish. The hay 
was fed in racks which were kept 
full. The change from upland to

8. When mixed fatming is 
practiced and grain produced is: 
fed and the manure returned to 
the land there is no dangerous de- 
terioration of the fertility of the 
soil. The distribution of capital 
and effort involved in feeding a 
part of the grain produced on the 
farm constitutes an element of 
safety. The time to commence to 
conserve the fertility of the soil is 
before the need of such couserva- 
tion becomes evident. 

4. It is safer to bring steers 
tbree years old to full feed than 
steers 2 years old. This must not 
be accepted as a statement that ail 
| two year old steers will not stand 
full feed. It will depend on the 
constitution of the individual ani- 
mals. Two two year old steers 
could not stand the amount of feed 
that threes handled without diffi- 
calty. One of these gradually 
failed and finally constituted a loss 
while the second was brought back 
to fair gains after apmwe difficulty.
